GHARGES GRAFT PLOT. 


Alleges Conspiracy Between Con 


cerns That Got Contracts and 
Employes Who Dealt Them. 


ACTION FOLLOWS LONG SEARCH. 


Revelations of alleged grafting to the ex- 
tent of $1,555,000 from the Illinois Central 
railroad, carried on by four minor officials 
of the company and five car repair concerns, 
were made yesterday in suits for accounting 
filed by the railroad company in the late 
afternoon in the circuit court. The amount 
said to have been obtained by fraud repre- 
sents nearly one-third of the total of $5,233, - 
758 paid these companies for car repairs. 

It is charged in the bills filed that for two 
years and a half there has been a conspiracy 
between these railroad officials and the car 
repairing companies to rob the railroad com- 
pany. The four railroad officials named are 
Joseph E. Buker, assistant superintendent of 
machinery and late superintendent of the 
car department; William Renshaw, superin- 
tendent of machinery; O. S. Keith, superin- 
tendent of transportation, and Joseph M. 
Taylor, general storekeeper. 


Companies That Are Named. 

The five companies with which the railroad 
officials are said to have connived are the 
Blue Island Car and Equipment company, 
the Memphis Car company, the American 
Car and Equipment company, the Ostermann 
Manufacturing company, and the Interna- 
tional Car company. 

Suits were brought in the Circuit court 
against the four railroad officials who have 
been dismissed from its service by the rail- 
road company, and also againet the Amer- 
ican Car and Equipment company and the 
West Pullman Car works, which is the suc- 
cessor of the Ostermann Manufacturing com- 

ny. 

The bills ask for an accounting from the 
former rallroad pfficials, and for an accoynt- 
ing and an injunction against the American 
Car company, to stop them from bringing 
suits against the rallroad for unpaid bills. 

In the case of the West Pullman com- 
pany, the bill asks for an injunction against 
the Centra) Trust company to prohibit it from 
paying any of the 228,000 in cash and notes 
that is held in trust for H. C. Oster mann. for 
mer president of the Osterman Manufactur- 
ing company, and also for a receiver for this 
fund, as well as an accounting from the 
West Pullman company. 

Details of Alleged Conspiracy. 

Briefly, the averments in the bill filed by 
the railroad company against its former 
officers state the detaile of the alleged con- 


spiracy as follows: 
That about June, 1906, those officials entered 


inte a conspiracy to defraud the railroad com- 
pany out of large sums of money. 

That they recommended that the repairing of 
cars be discontinued in the rauroad shops, and 
that the contracts be given to car repair com- 
panies. 

That they entered into a conspiracy with the 
companies named, whereby cars were sent to 
them to be repaired, and bills for such repairs 
were made out for exhorbitant amounts under 
the direction of the railroad officials. 

That the conspirators arranged to deliver to 
the repair companies large quantities of paints, 
oils, rails, ties, lumber, bolts, ete,, for which the 
railroad company never received payment, and 
that these materials were used in the repair of 
cars and charged to the railroad company, 

That the repair companies worked a system 
of robbing cars that came to them of equipment, 
which were used to repair other cars, and that 
this equipment was charged to the railroad 
company, and also it was charged with equip- 
ment used to replace that which had been taken 
off its cars, 

That the four railroad officials received stock 
in the companies, for which they paid nothing, 
and that they received a portion of the money 
said to have been fraudulently obtained from 
the railroad in the guise ef * dividends on this 
atock, 

Results of Investigation. 

It is declared in the bill that President 
Harahan of the [Illinois Central and other 
higher officials did not discover the fact of 
the alleged conspiracy until early in January 
of this year, and since that time they have 
been checking up their books to ascertain 
the amount of the alleged peculations, and 
the results of this investigation are tabu- 
lated as follows:

President James of Illinois De- 
plores Low Standard Here, 


HE PROPOSES TWO REMEDIES 


Would Bar the Ignorant and Calls for 
State and Private Aid. 


In @ broadside of condemnation tempered 
by sorrow President Edmund J. James of 
last night 
at the alumni banquet of the College of Phy- 
siclans and Surgeons in the gold room of 
the Congress hotel, declared there is not an 
adequate medica] schoo! in the city of Chi- 
cago—that the city and the state of Uno 
present a scandal to the nation. 

President James remarks came as a regret- 
ful affirmation of the excoriation of medical 
education in Chicago as set forth in the 
Flexner report made public by the Carnegie 
foundations. The distinguished educator 
not only condemned existing medica} schools 
in Chicago—all of them-—es deficient but 
asserted that in the number of fake schools 
Chicago leads the country. In respect to 
medical education he defined Chicago and 
Llinois as being in the pioneer stage.“ 

President James’ remedy for what he con- 
siders the disgrace of the city and the state 
is liberal endowment. He seid the state 
and private citizens of wealth should togeth- 
er contrtibute to give Chicago a medical col~ 
lege on a par with any in the country. His 
statements were applauded by the 800 ban- 
queters, who interrupted with cries of 
** Good! Good! That's the truth!” and 
similar expressions of approbation. 


Apologizes for His Attitude. 

„ve got something unpleasant to say to 
graduates and the faculty.“ began Dr. James. 
“You may not like to hear it, but it's good 
for you to hear it. 

“T saw in advance what the report of the 
Carnegie foundation had to say. 1 wish 
what it said were not true. I wish we could 
look back over a history that would give the 
lie to the whole thing, but we can’t. 

“It is our business to improve the stand- 
ard of medical education in the state of IIli- 
nois and the way to do so is not by hiding 
our heads like ostriches. | 

„ Adequate facilities must be provided, 
either at public or private expense, for med- 
ical education. We must inexorably shut 
out the ignorant and incompetent. Chicago 


and Illinois have done neither. We are cursed 


with ighorance, incompetence, and char- 


latanry. 

‘Chicago has done nothing in any way 
as a city to advance standards of medical 
education. The entire burden has been left 
to rest upon the doctors—an entirely nad 
equate situation through which we never can 
secure a highly educated and trained body 
of men. 

Appeal for Money in Vain. 

“Great efforts have been put forth to get 
men of wealth to endow schools. North- 
western, Rush, and Physicians and Surgeons 
all have tried and have failed ignominiously. 
It looks hopeful. Then it falls down. 

„% Mary advanced ideas have been put for- 
ward in Chicago medical institutions. The 
College of Physicians and Surgeons is one 
of the pioneers of the world in laboratory. 
instruction. Rush Medical college has done 
much to advance standards. Northwestern 
university was one of the first to take up 
university medical education, but often after 
all is said and done about the work of these 
schools, we haven't got à properly endowed, 
equipped and oreanrape medical college in 
Illinois. 

“The future of a in nunois lies in 
the hands of Illinois. The state is rich 
enough to support such a school as would 
compare with the best in the country. 

„It I have my way, we will go to the 
legislature next session foran appropriation, 
full and adequate, to put this college (Physi- 
cians and Surgeons) on such a basis.

END MAY COME AT ANY HOUR. 


“Grand Old Man” of Canada, Physicians 


Fear, Cannot Live Through Today 
Injury Months Ago the Cause, 


Toronto, Canada, June 6.—[Special.}—The 
remarkable vitality which has sustained Dr. 
Goldwin Smith since an accident four months 
ago forced him to keep to hfs room is almost 
run out and tonight the distinguished man 
of letters lies in his home, “ The Grange,” 
at the point of death. 

His physicians are doubtful whether he can 
live till daybreak. At the most, they say, 
they can scarcely hope to retain the spark of 
life longer than till noon tomorrow. 

Since the death of his wife last summer 
the infirmities of old age have been creeping 
rapidly on Dr. Smith and several months ago 
he gave up all his literary work. On the 
morning of Feb. 2, as he was walking through 
the hall of his home, he tripped and fell, frac- 
turing his thigh bone. 

On account of the patient’s advanced age 
the bones would not knit and from the firat 
there has been no hope of his recovery. Dr. 
| Smith's wonderful vigor alone has sustained 
him until the present.

Y. M. C. A. Swimming Campaign 
Starts in Chicago Schools, 


FREE CLASSES. FOR PUPIIS. 


Mrs. Elia Flagg Young Approves Proj- 
ect; First Lessons in Ravenswood. 


“Young America” must learn to swim. 
Who says so? 
Why, the Young Men's Christian associe- 


country are entering pon an extensive cam- 
paign to teach all the boys, everywhere, 
how to swim and Chicago is the first city 
in which the project will be given a practical 
test, 

This fact became known yesterday when 
1 was decided that the old swimming 
hole is to have a prototype in Chicago’s 
public schools. Not only are the school 
children to be taught to swim, but the 
teachers who are graduated from the Chi- 
cago Normal school will be given an op- 
portunity to acquire the art if they desire. 

It all came about through an offer on the 
part of the Ravenswood branch of the Young 
Men's Christian association to teach swim- 
ming to the children in eight north side 
public schools. The offer was made by 
Paul H. Krause, assistant secretary of the 
Wüson avenue department, in a letter to 
Mrs. Elia Flags Young, superintendent of 
schools. 

The need for instruction in swimming is 
demonstrated by the fact that over 4,000 
men and boys in the United States and 
Canada are accidentally drowned each year 
and the records show that most of these 
persons could not ewim,” wrote Mr. Krause. 


To Explain Ad 

Mr. Kreuse’s offer suggested that swim- 
ming instructors should address the pupils in 
the higher grades, whose ages vary from 
12 to 14 years, on the advantage of knowing 
how to swim. The names and addresses of 
boys who are unabie to swim are to be taken 
and a letter sent to their parents offering free 
instruction. Classes are to be formed and 
swimming taught at the T. M. C. A. natato- 
rium with the codperation of the school prin- 
cipals. Such instruction will be given to 
pupils of the Lyman Trumbull, Ravenswood, 
Goudy, Graeme Stewart, Greeley, Blaine, 
Coonley, and McPherson schools. 

The T. M. C. A. offer brought to light the 
fact that the board of education has pre- 
pared plans for a new building at the Chi- 
cago Normal school which will contain a 
gymnasium and large swimming pool. The 
sum of $200,000 has been appropriated for 
the work. but it ls probable that an additional 
appropriation will be made. President Al- 
fred R. Urion, Joseph Downey, chairman of 
the buildings and grounds committee, and 
Mrs. Young will confer on the final plans 
within the next few days. With the erection 
of the building swimming courses will de- 
come the regular thing in the normal cur- 
riculum. 


Mrs. Young Gives Approval. 

I believe that every child should be taught 
to swim,” sald Mrs. Young in discussing the 
two plans. The high schools should have 
swimming pools for such instruction, and it 
should be given to both girls and boys impar- 
tially. And it isn’t such a far cry to swim-

SUPPRESSION OF MANY BILLS. 


IIlinois Tax Reform Association Points 
Out Fish“ Measure Incident Was

Investigation of alleged suppression of 
other bills In recent legislatures aside from 
the flsh bill is asked by the Illinois Tax 
Reform aseociation in a letter sent yesterday 
by Maxwell Edgar. its secretary, to State's 
Attorney Burke at Springfield. 

The letter is as follows: 

Dear Sir: Referring to the recent acts and 
doings of the late general assembly, which 
you are now investigating, this association 
would be glad to learn the reasons why the 
bill to reform the county of Cook board of 
review was smothered by the revenue com- 
mittee of the senate. 

The so-called business incorporation 
law passed quietly by the last legislature, 
vetoed by Gov. Deneen and afterward with- 
drawn, bore all the earmarks of having 
been passed by the corrupt use of money. 
This also might bear investigation. 

“It might also be worth your while to 
find out the reasons for the suppression of 
the bill introduced early in the session to 
reduce Pullman fares in Illinois to $1.50 per 
night. : 

An inquiry also into the passage of the 
1905 act purperting to restore to the manu- 
factures, mercantile, mining, etc., corpora- 
tions the exemption from paying the capital 
stock tax [which exemption was declared 
unlawful by the supreme court], would 
probably disclose the fact that this exemp- 
tion was purchased by the agents of the IIIi- 
nois Manufacturers’ association and other 
great corporations, which have for so many 
years enjoyed this tax exemption at the ex- 
pense of the smaller corporations and poorer 
taxpayers.”’

Charles M. Foell, to 
draft resolutions which, if adopted by the 
council, will bind the city to oppose the 
vate corporation at every step in its 
pier building scheme. 

Must Obtain a City Permit. 

Mr. Brundage pointed out that the 
Dock and Canal company is subject the 
police regulatory powers cf the city, under 
which a municipal permit for dock construc- 
tion may be required by an ordinance such 
as now ts in the code. He declared that t. e 
permit from the secretary of war was not in- 
tended to supplant lawful local regulations. 
For these reasons he ruled that the Pugh 
company must obtain a city permit before 
it can begin construction. 

The second question answered by the opin- 
ion was whether the legislature had the pow 
er to grant ali of the rights named in the 
corporation's charter. The answer was:

Towns Sacked by Rebels 
in Yucatan. 


' 


Enemy Expected Within a 
: Few Days. 


Vera Cruz, June 6.—The most serious up- 
rising with which the Mexican government 
has had to deal in a long time has occurred 
in the state of Yucatan, and troops are being 
rushed to the disturbed area. Reports indi- 
cate there has been much bloodshed, and 
N the ineurgents are preparing for a bat- 

The independent newspaper, El Dictamen, 
publishés dispatches from Meride, the cap- 
ital of Yucatan, to the effect that forty per- 
sons were killed by the-Maya Indians on Sat- 
urday. Five thousand of the Indian insur- 
gents sacked the town of Valladolid, killing 
all the principal government employés, the 
chief of police, and others. They seized rifies 
and pistols and instituted a reign ot terror. 
Many of the inhabitants of Valladolid are 
fleeing to Merida. Valladolid has a popula- 
tion of about 5,000. 

Troops Embark on Gunboat. 

The gunboat Morelos has left with 600 sol- 
diers aboard, while the gunboat Zaragoza is 
lying in the harbor ready to take 1.000 addi- 
, tional troops, who are expected soon to ar- 
rive from the interior. 

Railroad and telegraph communication 
with the scene of the trouble is cut off, 
Twenty miles of the Yucatan railroad have 
been destroyed. It is reported that many 
telegraph operators have been killed or are 
prisoners. The judge of the Criminal court 
ig among the dead. 

The rebels are entrenched in anticipation 
of the advance of the fedeal troops. Maxi- 
millano Ramirez Bonilla, the former rebel 
leader, and Col. Victor Montenegro ere said 
to be leading the uprising. 


Three Other Towns Attacked. 

The towns of Tinum, Uayma, and Tunkas, 
all between Merida and Valladolid, have been 
attacked, but the reports say that the fami- 
lies of all the residents, except officials, have 
been unmolested. The extent of the fighting 
at these places has not been learned. 

It is understood that the cause of the trou- 
ble is dissatisfaction of the Indians over the 
action of government officials regarding 
lands. It is not thought any Americans are 
involved. 


MADRIZ SENDS LARGE FORCE 
TO VICINITY OF GREYTOWN. 


American Consul Sends Word That 
Further Fighting Will Be Impossible 
Because of the Rainy Season. 


Washington, D. C., June 6.—President Ma- 
riz is dispatching reinforcements, ammuni- 
tion, mules, and hospital equipment to Grey- 
town, according to information received at 
the state department from Consul Olivares 
at Managua. 

The consul expresses doubt of the feasibi}- 
ity of further military operations owing to 
the fact that the rainy season has set in. 
He also says that Dr. Irias, in command of 
the Venus at Blueflelds, is understood to 
have said that the capture of Bluefields Bluff 
makes the termination of the war in favor 
of Madriz a question of patience rather than 
of fighting. . 

The state department officials, in view of 
the fact that the revolutionists have won two 
important engagements within the laat few 
days, are unable to understand the basis for 
Dr. Irias’ view. 


GERMAN COLONIAL HEAD QUITS. 


Differences Regarding African Taxes 
Prompt Act—Kaiser Has Not Yet 
Accepted Resignation. 


BERLIN, June 6.—Bernhard Dernburg, sec- 
retary of state for the colonies, today placed 
his resignation in the hands of Emperor 
William. 

His reason, it is understood, is that the 
reichstag, against his wishes, adopted the 
principle of taxing companies developing the 
African colonies for war contributions, with 
the object of repaying to the empire the 
money, amounting to over $50,000,000, spent 
in suppressing insurrections. 

Herr Dernburg affirmed that such taxeson 
capital invested in Africa will prevent fur- 
ther investments and defeat the companies’ 
development projects. The emperor has not 
decided whether to accept the resignation.

that night were the following: 

The murder of Frank Natus. 

An attack, with intent to kill, upon Police 
Lieut. Dominguez, whose horse was shot un- 


der him and whose right arm was shattered 


by a bullet so severely that it had to be am- 
putated. 

An assault with intent to kill upon Hale 
Odin and his wife and little son as they sat 
in the window of a hotel overlooking the 
scenes of rioting. 

A fusillade into several private homes in 
Brownsville, several of them containing 
women and children. 

A committee appointed by President Roose- 
velt found the negroes guilty of all these 
crimes, but was unable to identify the indi- 
viduals concerned. 


DEMAND ON CHINESE THRONE 
FOR NEW’ LEGISLATIVE BODY. 


Reformers, Backed by Merchants, Will 
Make. Plea at Once, but Early Re-

June 6.—The way is being paved 
in China for a general legislative body and 
a forma] demand will be made on the throne 
on Wednesday for the immediate convocation 
of a national parliament.

Flexner’s statement that “the country 
is supporting three or four times as many 
doctors as it requires, mostly trained in 
inferior schools.” ‘There are 155 medical 
schoola; while one-fifth the number would 
suffice. Because of the diploma mille the 
profession is hopelessly overcrowded. The 
men of genuine ability and thorough edu- 
cation, who love their work for the work's 
sake, have to compete, until their merit 
shall have been recognized, with the g- 
norance turned out by the inferior schools. 
If they could be closed there would not be 
so many men starving as doctors who 
ought to have been farmers, clerks, or 
mechanics, 

Of these inferior schools some are in 
Chicago. One of the members of the state 
board of health says: That there are med- 
ical colleges in Illinois which are in need 
of improvements is admitted without con- 
troversy. Similar conditions exist in every 
state.” That is no excuse for their con- 
tinued existence in Illinois, It is admitted 
by a prominent Chicago physician that 
there are “unworthy medical schools in 
Chicago, and perhaps a few out and out 
diploma mills.” Why should not the state 
board of health brand them as unfit? 

No feeling of mistaken local pride will 
cause Chicagoans to be irritated by the 


. Flexner report. ‘They wish the medical 


men who get their diplomas here, whether 
they settle in Chicago or elsewhere, to be 
competent men who regard their profes- 
sion as a vocation, not a trade to be 
picked up in a few night school lessons.

The report of the electrical department 
of the sanitary district shows a net profit 
for last year of $63,200. This is a genv- 
ine profit. It is not arrived at after the 
fashion of managers of some municipal 
electric lighting plants by omitting to 
make allowance for depreciation and in- 
terest on capital invested. 

The profit which the taxpayers of the 
sanitary district have reaped through the 
generation and sale of electrical current 
is far in excess of the modest sum claimed 
by the electrical department. That is not 
a return on an investiment of $4,000,000 
that would satisfy the stockholders of a 
private company. The largest consumer 
of electricity is the city of Chicago. It 
pays the district one-third what it cost it 
to do its own lighting and only one-quar 
ter what it would have to pay if it took 
from a private company. It has been en- 
abled to save $360,000 a year. From the 
taxpayers’ point of view that sum can 
legitimately be added to the net profits of 
the sanitary district power plant. There 
should also be a similar addition on at- 
count of the furnishing of cheaper power 
to the Lincoln park board and one or twe 
other customers. . 

The wisdom of the outlay on the power 
plant has already been established. It 
will be even more fully established in the 
coming years when there shall have been 
a further development of power. The Chi- 
cago taxpayers are assured a full com- 
mercial return on one of the best invest- 
ments they ever made. 


READY FOR TRIAL. 

When Lee O' Neil Browne’s numerous 
attorneys began to argue the motion to 
quash the indictment against him they 
gave an easy assurance to the court that 
the defendant would be ready for imme- 
diate trial if unsuccessful in that attack.

George V., howéver, 
and especially his consort, are fond of the 
grand old castle, the most stately and pic- 
turésque abode of any sovereign in Europe, 
and have given it to be understood that they 
wilf divide their time between Windsor 
and Buckingham palace, giving, however, 
the preference to Windsor. They will also 
make much more use of Balmoral than did 
the late King, who was content with a brief 
stay there of not more than three weeks 
each year, while Queen Alexandra's sojourn 
was usually restricted to ten days per annum. 
The king delights in the excellent salmon 
fishing and the shooting which the estate and 
the surrounding country afford, and will 
spend his holidays there rather than abroad. 
Indeed, the transfer of the seat of govern- 


ment to some place in the south of Europe, 


like Biarrits, for two months in the spring, 
and for six weeks at Marienbad in the fall, 
will from henceforth be a thing of the past, 
and the villegiatura of the new king and 
queen will be spent in Scotland.

Since Prince Francis Joseph of Braganza 
is credited with the intention of retrieving 
his fortune by means of a marriage with 
some American heiress, similar to the one 
contracted by his elder brother, Prince Miguel 
of Braganza, last year with Miss Anita Stew- 
art of New York, it may be worth while to 
draw attention in these letters to the evi- 
dence just given concerning his affairs, in 
the criminal] suit now in progress at Berlin, 
connected with bills of acceptance bearing 
his perfectly authentic signature. It is only 
fair to the prince to say right here that he 
does not figure as a defendant in the cage, 
and that the bills which he signed were ob- 
tained from him by fraud and used by the 
prisoners in the perpetration of their swin- 
dles. 

The prince did not appear in person. Being 
under “ curatel,” that is to say, in the po- 
sition of a minor, or of a lunatic, allof whose 
affairs are vested in the hands of an official 
guardian or trustee, he was represented by 
the latter, a certain Dr. Gustav Lewy of 
Neunkirchen, near Vienna. Dr. Lewy de- 
clared, in the name of the prince, that the 
latter was absolutely and entirely without 
fortune, possessed no property of his own, 
and was entirely dependent upon a purely 
voluntary allowance from his father. He 
added that the castle of Seebenstein, in lower 
Austria, which is supposed to be the prince’s 
home, does not belong to him; that he has no 
right to Portuguese citizenship, but can 
claim that of Austria; and that he had been 
deprived by his family of the management 
of his affairs and placed in a position infi- 
nitely worse than that of an undischarged 
bankrupt in England by his relatives when 
they subjected him to legal curate) For 
curatel debars him from the exercise of any 
civic rights, and disqualifies him from trans- 
acting any business on his own account. In 
fact, his testimony in a court of law car- 
ries, little or no weight, since he is judicially 
irresponsible.

To this may be added that Prince Francis 
Joseph, since the unpleasant scandal in 
which he became involved in London in 1902, 
and which led to his arrest and his detention 
in custody for several days, has forfeited 
the commission of lieutenant which he up 
till that time held in the Seventh regiment of 
Austrian hussars—a régiment of which the 
German kaiser is Honorary colonel—and was 
debarred from any further right of wearing 
the uniform of the corps.

Count Gustav Sizzo Noris, who has just 
been appointed consul general of Austria- 
Hungary in London, is a younger brother of 
that Count Edward Sizzo Noris who com- 
mitted suicide three years ago in London, on 
the eve ot his proposed departure for the 
United States, Edward Sizzo Noris was well 
known in this country, where he was en- 
gaged, among other things, in the promotion 
of a company for the purpose of furnishing 
the principal cities on this side of the At- 
lantic with the famous medicinal waters of 
Marienbad. He wag especially a familiar 
figure in New York, both in Wall street and 
at the leading restaurants, while in the clubs 
he attracted attention by his inordinate craze 
for gambling. 

It was this, indeed, that was his bane, and 
although his mother was a great heiress— 
namely: a member of that Jewish family of 
Heine-Geldern which owns the Vienna 
Fremdenbiatt, and to which the poet 
Heinebelonged—he had not only run through 
all of his own money but had pretty weld 
exhausted the generosity of his relatives, 
who helped him time and again. His finan- 
cial troubles, together with the social disad- 
vantages to which he was subjected at the 
court of Vienna, and in official and socia!] life 
there, by reason of his mother’s bourgeois 
birth and parentage, led him to quit the 
Austrian army, in which he had held a com- 
mission in a crack lancer regiment. 

— 


After that he tried many things, was for a 
time connected with a bank at Johannes- 
burg, and afterwards with various mining 
houses and diamond firms, both in South 
Africa and in London. On one occasion, when 
he had lost $20,000 or $30,000 at cards, at the 
St. James’ club in Piccadilly, where the play 
is invariably high, he was dropped for the 
failure to pay his losses within a given time, 
and for his neglect to make any arrange- 
ment for their liquidation. Some months 
later he suddenly reappeared, settled his 
losses in full, and insisted, moreover, on pay- 
ing interest. The club, realizing what he had 
suffered by the stigma of having been 
dropped for defaulting in payment of his 
debts of honor and appreciating his subse- 
quent conscientious behavior in the matter, 
reinstated him on its books.

Gen. Kuropatkin, minister of war at St. Pe- 
tersburg prior to Russia's war with Japan, 
and generalissimo of the Muscovite forces 
during a portion ot the conflict, has sub- 
mitted to the czar @ number of important 
suggestions based upon his experiences, and 
which are receiving a good deal of attention 
not only in his own country but also abroad, 
especially in Germany. 

With regard to the press, he is anxious for 
the utmost publicity and investigation after 
a war is over, but declares that while it is 
in progress the newspapers should be com- 
peiled to abstain from criticising command- 
ers, since such criticiems are calculated to 
impair the confidence of the rank and file in 
their leaders and to promote insubordination 
and indiscipline. 

The general is particularly bitter about the 
number of surrenders during the last war, 
and calls attention to the failure of the en- 
forcement of the law which requires that 
every officer who becomes a prisoner of war, 
uninjured, should be required to furnish an 
explanation of the circumstances. He urges 
the enactment of a stringent rule for the ex- 


pulsion of all such officers from the army in 


disgrace, on the presumption of cowardice.

He also insists that the removal of the 
wounded from the line of fire during battle 
should be left exclusively to the ambulance 
corps, and that officers and men who take 
advantage of the wounding of a comrade to 
retire from the fleld under the pretext of 
conveying him to a place of safety should 
be severely punished. The amount of shirk- 
ing which was done on the Russian side in 
the war with Japan in this connection he 
describes as something almost beyond. belief.

ONE CONTEST N SIGHT. 


Insurgents Expected to Oppose Rule 
for Limiting Debate. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., June 6—[Special. Erne 
postal savings bank bill, revised to include 
the amendments agreed upon in the Repub- 
ican caucus, was reported to the house of 
representatives today by the committee on 
postoffices and postroads. It probably will be 
called up tomorrow and passed before the 
end of the week. 

Concurrently with thie action the rules com- 
mittee reported a rule for the consideration 
of the bill as directed by the Rpublican ⁊vau- 
cus. This rule provides that there shall be 
eight hours’ debate on each side and that 
there may be only one amendment offered and 
this a substitute for the entire bill. 


n Rule May Bring Contest. 

It is mot unlikely that there will be a 
fight on the adoption of this rule. It is 
the first rule of procedure that has been re- 
ported from the rules committee at this 
session of congress on account of the 
belligerent attitude. of the insurgents, who 
held it in their power at any time to de- 
feat a rule with the aid of the Democrats. 
The result has been that debate has pro- 
ceeded and dills have been passed without 
the ald of the rules. 

The insurgents at the Republican caucus 
Plainly indicated that they would tolerate 
no rule that would not permit the fullest 
debate of the postal bank bill and the of- 
fering of as many amendments as the mem- 
bers might desire to submit. 


Compromise Upon the Bill. 

It was this attitude of the insurgents 
that prevented the caucus from drafting 
the kind of a rule under which the bill should 
be passed. As a compromise, the rules com- 
mittee was instructed to frame the rule 
after a consultation with all interested, 

Whatever the outcome of the consideration 
of the rule, the postal bank bill is scheduled 
to go through with Httle friction. The 
Democrats are divided on both the bill and 
the rule and the Republicans realize that 
they must produce postal bank legislation 
closely akin to the form agreed upon in the 
caucus.

Told to Return Home. 

But Magill could not see it that way. He 
refused to permit either Wheeler or Van 
Cleave to appear before the grand jury, and 
he reiterated that he would be satisfied with 
nething short of the documentary evidence 
as to the exact manner in which the Fra- 
ternal Tribunes, with its 11,000 members and 
its $57,000 surplus fund, had been sold and 
delivered, 

Both Van Cleave and Wheeler were told 
again to return to Stringfleld. They were 
informed it would be useless for them again 
to present themselves as grand jury wit- 
messes without bringing the evidence re- 
quired by the state's attorney. 

Van Cleave pleaded that he must depart at 
once for Idaho and urged this as a prime rea- 
son for his immediate appearance before the 
grand jury. 

. Magill said it made little difference to the 
state whether he left for Idaho at once or 
pot at all. 


Three Chicagoans on Stand. 

The attention of the grand jury was occu- 
pied today by the testimony of three Chicago 
witnesses. They were: Louis Minck, 1415 
South Sawyer avenue; his father, Herman 
Minck, 1383 North Talman avenue; and 
Henry Meyers, 1412 North Robey street. The 
testimony of these men had to do with the 
conduct of Max J. Frankel of Chicago with 
the affairs of the American Home Circle and 
the Fraternal Tribunes. Louis Minck, who 
formerly was the business partner of Frank- 
el, is said to have testified that he once saw 
Frankel receive a $1,000 check from Thomas

recently caused the arrest of Frankel on 
the charge of embezzlement, is said to have 
testified that Frankel was engaged with 
other men in the business of fraudulent fra- 
ternal insurance. All three men, t is said, 
testified that Franke] made a practice of ex- 
pelling lodges whenever the death claims 
became too heavy. 

At tomorrow's session the state insurance 
department will be given a chance to pro- 
‘duce the evidence that the grand jury holds 
necessary to clear the department of the 
blame.

THREATS OF GUN PLAY MADE 


Excitement Caused by Visit to Police; 
Nolan Not to Get Position. 


San Francisco, Cal., June 6.—After secur- 
ing an attorney late today George Little de- 
clared he would take immediate legal action 
to secure his position as manager of Jack 
Johnson. 

Little said the trouble between himself and 
Johnson began when he wrote for the mother 
and sister of the champion to come to the 
training camp to do the cooking. According 
to the manager's story, Johnson objected so 
Strongiy to this action that a flerce quarrel 
ensued. This trouble culminated yesterday 
in the row that led to the replacing of Little 
as gatékeeper by Sig Hart. 

Threats of a gun play became so frequent 
today that some excitement was caused by a 
visit to Chief of Police Martin by Little. 
According to the chief, he was asked to settle 
the quarrel, but declined on the ground that 
he had no right to interfere in a matter over 


which the civil courts must exercise juris- 
diction 


Says Johnson Owes $15,000. 
Little said that besides the $10,000 forfeit 
money he declares he provided for Johnson, 
the champion owes him $15,000, paid out on debts 
contracted by his charge. That part of this has 
gone to pay the expenses of Johnson's brother, 
Charles, who is said to be dying in a Chicago hos- 
pital, is Little’s contention. This payment, accord- 
ing to Little, was resented by Johnson, who was not 
inclined to authorize It. 

A permit was granted today by the board of 
supervisors for the erection of a grand stand in 
Central park where the arena for the Jeffries- 
Johnson fight is now under course of construction. 

Following a lengthy conference with Tex Rick- 
ard Jack Johnson gave out a statement tonight 
that Billy Nolan positively would not become his 
manager. 


Nolan Not to Become Manager. 


Reports to the contrary notwithstanding, I 
have not and will not engage Nolan as my man- 
ager, declared Johnson. I have no intention of 
engaging any one at present in the place of Little 
and will manage my affairs myself.“ 

Rickard stated frankly he did not look with favor 
upon Nolan as the champion’s manager in the big 
fight. 

Se is possible Nolan may be added to the force as 
business manager, according to reports tonight. 

Al Kaufmann did not arrive today at te camp. 
but he is expected tomorrow, and if he shows up 
it is likely that the first boxing between the Call 
fornia heavyweight and the champion will take 
place on Wednesday afternocn when Johnson is 
scheduled to do his next boxing. It will give the 
dest line by far on the condition of Johnson, as 
Kaufmann undoubtedly will extend himself.

INDEMNITY TRADING RULING 
REOPENS OLD CONTROVERSY. 


Decision in Nash-Wright Case Brings 
Up Advisability of Dealing in What 
Are Called Ups and Downs. 


The.decision of Judge Mack in the Nash- 
Wright case relative to trading in puts and 
calls served to reopen the controversy on the 
board of trade as to the advisability. of 
trading in the present indemnities which are 
known as ups and downs. 

It is understood that the case of Nash 4 
Wright against Daniel C. Wright, which 
was decided adversely to the plaintiff, arose 
out of transactions which dated from much 
before the time the present system of insur- 
ance indemnities was introduced. 

At the time the obligations for which 
Daniel C. Wright was sued were incurred it 
was stated that the system in vogue was that 
of the old puts and calis, which later was de- 
clareé illegal. The present system has been in 
operation for two years or more. 

Members are not at all unanimous as to 
the proper course to take in regard to the 
present trading. A few concerns have never 
traded in ups and downs since they were 
inaugurated, but the majority of the com- 
mission houses have traded in them and 
the practice has been general, the opinion 
being that the method was legal. 

It was stated last night that some ot the

RECEIVER TAKES. 


IRRIGATION FIRM 


Denver Concern Accuses Chi- 
cago Bond House of Fail- 
ing on Sales Contract. 


MILLIONS ARE INVOLVED. 


Trowbridge & Niver Company, 
Petition Says, Threw Down 
Agreement. 


Denver, Colo., June 6—[Speciai.}—The 
Denver Reservoir Irrigation company, cap- 
ital $12,000,000, including Standley lake, 
Church ditch, Barr lake, and several oiser 
waterways and reservoirs, were turned over 
to Frederick W. Taylor as receiver by order 
of the District court today. 

The combined project eventually will irrt- 
gate 100,000 acres in the vicinity of Den- 
ver, The cost of the undertaking will be 
about $5,000,000. 

The petiton for a receiver wae made by Jo- 
seph Standley, president of the company, 
who bringe suit against the bond house of 
Trowbridge & Niver of Chicago for $2,000,000, 
alleging breach of contract and consequent 
damage. 

Attorney Milton Smith, counsel for the 
company, has issued a statement in which 
he gives encouragement to water users under 
the company’s system and to stockholders 
and bondholders. 


Failed to Sell Enough Bonds. 


The trouble with the bond house ig plainly 
get forth. It had contracted to dispose of 
$38,000,000 worth of bonds, but sold only 
$1,900,000, is the charge. 

The affairs of the company have been mov- 
ing to this crisis for several months. The 
present situation was precipitated June 1.
